Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and 
the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care.

§2.40(b)(3) - Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care (Dealers and Exhibitors). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: Daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, however, That 
daily observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than the attending veterinarian; and 
Provided, further, That a mechanism of direct and frequent communication is required so that timely and 
accurate information on problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian. 

Date(s): September 29, 2015 (DIRECT) and October 23, 2013(DIRECT)(REPEAT) 

§3.50(a) - Facilities, General 

Structural strength. Indoor and outdoor housing facilities for rabbits shall be structurally sound and 
shall be maintained in good repair, to protect the animals from injury, to contain the animals, and to restrict 
the entrance of other animals.
